I. Is it not plainly ſaid, in the end of 
the whole Propheſie, that leſus Chriſt 
ſent his Angell to teſtifie theſe things | 
vnto vs in the Churches, to wit, in thoſe 
ſeuen Churches of Aſia? for no other 
are mentioned inthe whole Propheſie | 
ſo as whatſoever in the Reuelation was 
after deliuered , the ſame was repreſen- 
ted generally in the fore. ſaid Churches | 
before. 

2. The number of ſeuen, as in tbe o- 
ſther places of this Propheſie, repeated 
1 thirtie ſeuen times, is a number of per- 

il ſectionʒ and is put for all of that, where- 
of the number is giuen, as the ſeuen 
Starres for all the Angels of the Chur- 
ches; the ſeuen ſpirits for the ſeuen · fold 
Graces thereof; ſo the ſeuen Churches, 
| for all the Chriftian Churches, or rather 
the ſeven-fold eſtate of one and the ſame 
Church of Chriſt. And ſeeing there were 

more

more Churches in choſe parts, we may | 
well thinke that the number of ſeuen 
vas taken for further purpoſe, then to 
note out only the ang eſtate of thoſe 
ſenen Churches, to which John wrote. 

3. John in the end of every Epiſtle, 
makes a generall exhortation, ſaying. He 
that hath an eare, let him heare, what the 
Spirit ſaith, vnto the Churches: yet in 
the beginning of euery Epiſtle, is hee 
comanded onely to write particularly to 
the Angell thereof, and of ſuch things 
as touched him, and the eſtate of bis 
Church. Therfore when John concludeth. 
' ſo with an exhortation 70 all the Chur- 
ches, what elſe doth hee but thereby 
teach all thoſe Churches, whereof that 
particular Church is a Type, or, if you 
will, ſo by one, all the ſeuen, and by 
them all Chriſtian Churches? 
| 4. In the Epiſtles there bee many 
things which muſt neceſſarily perſwade 
to a ſarther extent, then onely to the pre- 
ſent eſtate of euery of thoſe particular 
Churches; as firſt the Maruellous order, 
according to the courſe and eſtate of 
Chriſts Church, both in the giſts, and

As of the ten dayes tribulstion, 
which Expoſitours interpret of a perſe⸗ 
cution longer, then can agree by Storie 
to haue falne vpon Smyrna in Johns time, 
or after. Likewiſe the great honour, 
which is promiſed to the Angellof the 
Church of Philadelphia, that the coun- 
rerfeit lewes in Smyrna Reuel. 2. g. ſhould 
fall downeto him, Reuel. 3. g. and deli- 
uerance from the tryall which ſhould 
come vpon all the World, Reuel. 3. 10. 
cannot bee vnderſtood ſimply of thar 
Angell. Wee findenot inany Hiſtorie 
ſuch renowneto that Angell, neither of 
ſuch perill, and gracious deliverance; 
but theſe things are ſpoken with reſpect 
to the Churches eſtate, as this ſhould be 
a Type thereof.

in Saint Pauls time; fo ſhall the harde- 
wed and ſtiffe-uecked lewes left of God, 
in the appointed time returne to God.
